GANGDOM IN ACTION IS REVEALED 


T 


HERE is an amazing revelation of the interlocking operations 


of gangdom and the underworld'that accompanies the in- 


dictments brought in by a federal grand jury against a group of 
men and women in the Kansas City Union station massacre. 
They show how the criminal element was quick to use the pow- 
erful and modern means of communication and transportation, 
its own deadly weapons and its far-flung co-ordinated forces m 
an effort to defeat justice and to bring the release of one of its 
members, Frank Nash, notorious ex-convict, from officers of 
the law. 


Within 26 minutes after Nash has been arrested in Hot 


Springs, his underworld confederates had begun to function. 
There was first a telephone call within Hot Springs. 
Then a 


long-distance call by the wife of the ex-convict from that city 
to a night club operator at Melrose Park, 111.; then the hasty 
chartering of an airplane for a flight from Hot Springs to Joplin, 
Mo., along with a call advising Joplin confederates of develop- 
ments; than a call from Chicago to establish contacts in Kansas 
City, to which point Nash was being transported on the way to 
Leavenworth; then a drive in a high-power car to the Joplin 
airport to meet the incoming Hot Springs contingent; then re- 
ception of the Chicago call in Kansas City by the wife of Verne 
Miller, one of the station assassins; then more long-distance 
messages between Chicago, Joplin and Kansas City, and finally, 
laic at night, perfection of the plans for release of Nash at the 
station or elsewhere as opportunity seemed to offer. 


On the following morning came the station massacre it- 


self, with the use of machine guns, a high-power car again, pos- 
sibly numerous other hasty communications and, that night, the 
escort of the killers from Kansas City furnished by local under- 
world recruits. 


It is a chapter in the history of lawlessness that may never 


be repeated, thanks to the now greater power of the law in the 
hands of federal authorities. 
But it stands as a warning not 


only to the public, but to the local authorities of the wide area 
in which the compact criminal element found it possible to oper- 
afe wilh such disastrous results. 


THE CHILD IN THE HOUSE 
I know a man who lectures on 


education, on child care and similar 
subjects. He told me that when he 
had no children of his own he was 
very free in his general statements 
on raising children. Then he be- 
came a father and he blushed for 
some of the remarks he used to 
make. A few years later there were 
two children in his family and he 
was astounded by his ignorance of 
children when he was the father of 
only one. 


That agrees with my own experi- 


ence.. .A number of years ago I used 
to be what was called a "behaviorist" 
one who believes strongly in the in- 
fluence of environment over hered- 
ity. I used to read the books of Wat- 
son, who made broad boasts like: 
"Give me complete care over any 
child of good health and intelligence, 
and I can make that child into any- 
thing I please—a taxi driver, a,gen- 
eral, a great musician, a carpenter." 


I thought that was grand. It ap- 


pealed to my vanity to think that I, 
merely by being a father, had such 
control over another human being. I 
was humble about it and I was also 
proud...But I'm a behaviorist no 
longer. I still believe that parents 
have enormous powers for good or 
evil over the happiness of, their chil- 
dren, over the "slant" they may give 
a child's life. But I have come to 
believe, how, that an inborn stub- 
borness in 
every human 
being, 


young or old, resists our fumbling 
efforts to improve or destroy. We 
can help a young thing to develop, 
but we can do little to alter the es- 
sential nature of that developing 
character...I have a theory which I 
cannot prove, that we human beings 
grow suddenly, not gradually. We 
have sensitive moments in our lives, 
when whatever happens to us is of 
grave importance to all our future 
days. But we cannot know just when 
those sensitive, impressionable mo- 
ments are at hand. We do not know 
when they are in us, we cannot know 
when they are in our children. Some- 
times those children imitate us, at 
other times they react 
violently 


against our example. Our influence 
is mighty upon them in some of 
their years, but after a while we 
learn that the slightly older boy In 
the next block is a far greater auth- 
ority than we have ever been.. .This 
dismays us if we take our responsi- 
bilities too solemnly, too pretentious- 
ly. But in fact I think 
it should 


make us happier to know that we 
have a child in the house who is 
strong enough to go his own way 
through life.

PLAYING POLITICS WITH U. S. FUNDS? 


The holier-than-thou attitude assumed by administration officials 


as they pass out 5136,000,000 in relief allotments on the eve of election 
falls short of reassurance that the wholesale money grants do not con- 
stitute a brash attempt to buy votes. 


Says Relief Head Hopkins: "I am feeding the hungry. • * * If that 


be politics, I plead guilty. Hunger is not debatable." 


Says Patronage Head Farley: "Human suffering is no less in cam- 


paign times than in other times." 


All right-minded people will concur wholeheartedly in these irre- 


futable sentiments. Nobody can cavil at essential relief expenditures and 
nobody wants to. But mark the unction with which these gentlemen go 
about their sad duties. It is that they believe in obeying that Biblical 
injunction which has been a guiding star of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion: "Let not thy right hand know what thy left hand doeth"? 


For, with the administration's right hand, Hopkins disburses relief 


funds. With its left Parley passes out to Democratic candidates in each 
state complete data on relief distribution. The Farley campaign hand- 
book says: "The amount in which each state participated in this and 
other forms of emergency relief is available by states -at the Democratic 
national headquarters and will \>e. supplied on request.". 


Now that his trusted stewards have denied charges of politics in 


relief, it is in order for the president to add that there is no political mo- 
tive behind the announcement that he will restore a 5 per cent pay cut 
to federal employees. If the pay reinstatement is not to come until July 
1, why must it be announced eight months in advance, just before elec- 
tion? 


There must be many to whom it is an inescapable conclusion that 


the cheerful news about pay rises is significant election notice to the army 
of 678,237 political Jobholders feeding at the public crib. 


Nor can it be considered a mere coincidence that payment of hun- 


dreds of millions in corn-hog benefits was held back until the last few 
weeks, with the idea that it would form a powerful ballot argument. 


It is likewise apparent that vague promises to Pennsylvania of 


federal projects are bids for votes. 


And it is painfully obvious that, despite the airy smugness of Hop- 


kins and Farley, relief funds are being exploited to make political capi- 
tal out of human misery.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

The World War Day-By-Day— 


Nov. 
4, 1914—Far-sighted former 


President Theodore Roosevelt was 
beginning to call for preparedness. 
He also was taking some backhand 
slaps at President Wilson's efforts 
to sound out the Kaiser on peace. 


"I abhor war," wrote the colonel, 


who o\ved liis reputation to war. 
"I put peace very high as an agent 
for bringing about righteousness. 
But if I must choose between right- 
eousness and peace, I choose right- 
eousness." 


The obvious retort to that, of 


course, was that the difficulty at 
the moment was to determine Just 
what part of the killing then going 
on was righteous and what part not. 


The German troops who were told 


that day at Ypres In an Imperial 
order that upon them depended the 
vital Issue fo the campaign, thought 
their cause was righteous. 
Allied 


soldiers were equally sure. 


There is an awful repetition in 


any account of the campaign In 
Rlanders, of the first battle of Ypres 
particularly. 
The Germans, over 


and over again until winter set in, 


threw into the struggle the flower of 
their army; only to see It torn and 
shattered Into pieces by that "con- 
temptible little army" from Great 
Britain which blocked the way. 


The Kaiser, infuriated by the fail- 


ure of his masses to break through 
the few attentuatod battalions that 
stood between him and Calais, went 
to Menin. Fresh divisions were hur- 
ried up, inspired exhortations were 
made to the great army of 350,000 
under the Duke of Wurttemberg to 
prove its invincibility. 


If any troops In the world could 


have done what the German em- 
peror ordered done at Ypres, the 
Duke's army would surely have ac- 
complished the task, but It was be- 
yond its power. The English, out- 
numbered 3J/i to one, annihilated the 
Germans not because the invaders 
were less brave than the English, 
but because their tactics and strat- 
egy were wrong. 


The German plan of attack was 


to concentrate as many guns as 
could be massed In the locality cho- 
sen for the attack, and prepare the 
way for the enemy to advance alter 
the resistance had been weakened 
by overwhelming artillery-fire. 
In- 


fantry waves were sent forward in 
battalions, regiments and even bri- 
gades massed together after the 
fashion of Alexander's Macedonian 
phalanx. They often were seven or 
eight deep, the men standing shoul- 
der to shoulder, driven on by their 
officers. These tactics failed, as it 
had been propheclzed by every Brit- 
ish officer who had attended Jm- 
pcriar German army maneuvers 
since the Boer war. 


In trusting to 
mass-formations 


the German general stuff failed to 
take account of the increased power 
conferred on the defense by the de- 
structive effects of modern weapons, 
with which a few men entrenched 
could check a column 10 times their 
number In strength. 


The first Allied crisis was at Ypres 


r issed on the 4th wh'en Foch's 16th 
French army moved up to support 
the thinning ranks of Britain's army. 
From end to end of the line the bat- 
tle was won. 


Same day Britain made another 


decisive blow at the enemy; she or- 
dered the North Sea closed to com- 
merce.

FEED DAIRY COWS TO. MEET 


PRODUCING NEED 


Every cow has an overhead cost 


whether she produces any milk or 
not. 
It costs $30 to $35 for feed 


just to maintain a cow for a year. 


Low-producing cows cannot pos- 


sibly make any money and will be a 
drag on the rest of tht herd. Good 
cov/s well managed and" properly fed 
are the only ones -which 
have a 


chance or making a return to their 
owner. 


Several practical suggestions can 


be made. First of all, reduce the 
herd to the feed available. If hay 
Is limited, feed more silage. Clean 
oat straw can be used to supple- 
ment the hay where this is neces- 
sary. 


Protein is absolutely necessary for 


milk production. Cows produce at 
the level of their protein Intake and 
v/hen not enough is fed, the feed 
cost of every hundred pounds of 
milk -is increased. 
With alfalfa, 


soybean, or good quality clover hay, 
a low per cent crude protein grain 
mixture is sufficient. With ordinary 
clover, mixed, or early cut timothy 
hay, a 20 per cent protein grain 
mixture Js satisfactory. With non- 
leguminous roughage, such as corn 
fodder or straw, a 24 per cent pro- 
tein grain mixture usually is neces- 
sary. 


Dairymen who produce the cheap- 


est milk weight or measure 
the 


grain for each cow. Too much 
grain for one and too little for an- 
other costs money. Guernseys and 


vary somewhat with the richness of 
the milk produced by the individual 
cow.Since milk is approximately 87 per 
cent water, it is essential that a cow 
have free access to all the water 
she needs. Where cows are kept In 
stanchions, watering cups soon re- 
pay the cost of installation, dairy- 
men have found.

TRY FARM INCOME 


Winter egg money is a substantial 


contribution to the returns of poul- 
try flock owners. 
Farm records kept by Pennsyl- 


vania poultrytnen throughout the 
year reveal the effect of eggs laid 
from October 1 to January 31 by 
each hen on her total yearly pro- 
duction and on the money left after 
feed bills are paid.

Bee keepers are warned of 
the 
danger of dysentery where wastes 
accumulate from poor quality honey 
during a long cold spell. Dysentery 
is more likely to cause trouble In 
the colder sections, near large or- 
chards, and -where the quality of 
honey stored for the winter is not 
the best.' 


To prevent dysentery, feed each 


colony from 10 to 12 pounds of sugar 
as a thick syrup. This sugar syrup 
can be made from 2& parts of white 
granulated sugar and 1 part of wa- 
ter by volume. Heat only enough, to 
dissolve the sugar and make a 
smooth syrup. The syrup should not 
be boiled.

FOR TWO years, Chicago's "A 


Century of Progress" exposition has 
attracted millions from all- over the 
United States and from foreign 
countries. 
Its great success and 


usefulness are a tribute to the cour- 
age and ability of Chicago's citizens 
and the Intelligent interest of the 
American public. 
The scene that attended the clos- 
ing of the fair on Wednesday last 
was, unfortunately, not worthy of 
the fair's history. Among a crowd 
of three hundred thousand, some, 
using Hallowe'en celebrations as an 
excuse, were guilty of disorderly 
conduct, damaging buildings, throw- 
ing benches and chairs Into the la- 
goons, pushing policemen in with 
them and forcibly keeping the ex- 
position open long after the official 
closing time. 
. There Is, however, no reflection 
on Chicago or the admirable expo- 
sition, visited by more than .thirty- 
eight, million Americans, every one 
of whom benefited by a most ably 
and unselfishly managed exposition. 


ADD THIS to "little news items" 
that bring "possible war hi Europe 
nearer." 
Paris is alleged to have assurances

FEED DAIRY COWS TO MEET 
PRODUCING NEED 
Every cow has an overhead cost 
whether she produces any milk or 
not. 
It costs $30 to $35 for feed 
Just to maintain a cow for a year. 
Low-producing cows cannot pos­ 
sibly make any money and will be a 
drag on the rest of th^ herd. Good 
cows well managed and properly fed 
are the only ones which 
have a 1 
chance of making a return to th eir; 
owner. 
Several practical suggestions can 
be made. 
First of all, reduce the | 
herd to the feed available. 
If hay j 
is limited, feed more silage, 
oat straw can be used to supple­ 
ment the hay where this is neces­ 
sary. 
Protein is absolutely necessary for 
milk production. 
Cows produce at 
the level of their protein intake and 
when not enough is fed, the feed 
cost of every hundred pounds of 
milk is increased. 
With alfalfa, 
soybean, or good quality clover hay, 
a low per cent crude protein grain 
mixture is sufficient. With ordinary 
clover, mixed, or early cut timothy 
hay, a 20 per cent protein grain 
mixture is satisfactory. With non- 
leguminous roughage, such as com 
fodder or straw, a 24 per cent pro­ 
tein grain mixture usually is neces­ 
sary. 
Dairymen who produce the cheap­ 
est milk weight or 
measure 


vary somewhat with the richness of 
the milk produced by the individual 
cow. 
Since milk is approximately 87 per 
cent water, it is essential that a cow 
have free access to all the water 
she needs. Where cows are kept in 
stanchions, watering cups soon re- 
| pay the cost of installation, dairy­ 
men have found. 


and other vegetables can economize 
by storing these crops for use later 
in the fall and early winter. 
Some folks have no garden but do 
have a cool, slightly moist place to 
store beets, carrots, turnips, cabbage, 
celery, and potatoes, or a dry cool 
place to store onions, or a dry, fair­ 
ly warm place to store pumpkins, 
squash and sweet potatoes.

PRODUCING NEED 


Every cow has an overhead cost 


•whether she produces any milk or 
not. 
It costs $30 to S35 for feed 


just to maintain a cow for a year. 


Low-producing cows cannot pos- 


sibly make any money and will be a 
drag on the rest of the herd. Good 
cows well managed and properly fed 
are the only ones which 
have a 


chance of making a return to their 
owner. 


Several practical suggestions can 


be made. First of all, reduce the 
herd to the feed available. If hay 
Is limited, feed more silage. Clean 
oat straw can be used to supple- 
ment the hay where this is neces- 
sary. 


Protein is absolutely necessary for 


milk production. Cows produce at 
the level of their protein intake and 
when not enough is fed. the feed 
cost of every hundred pounds of 
milk is increased. 
With 
alfalfa, 


soybean, or good quality clover hay, 
a low per cent crude protein grain 
mixture is sufficient. With ordinary 
clover, mixed, or early cut timothy 
hay, a 20 per cent protein grain 
mixture is satisfactory. With non- i 
leguminous roughage, such as corn 


cent water, it is essential that a cow 
have free access to all the water 
she needs. Where cows are kept in 
stanchions, watering cups soon re- 
pay the cost of installation, dairy- 
men have found. 


WINTER EGGS INCREASE POUL- 


TRY FARM INCOME 


Winter egg money is a substantial 


contribution to the returns of poul- 
try flock owners. 


Farm records kept by Pennsyl- 


vania poultrymen throughout the 
year reveal the effect of eggs laid 
from October 1 to January 31 by 
each hen on her total yearly pro- 
duction and on the money left after 
feed bills are paid. 


Winter egg production is neces- 


sary for the highest and most pro- 
fitable egg production. The high- 
producing flocks 
laid 
practically 


two and one-third dozens more eggs 
during the months of good prices 
than did. the low-producing -, group 
of flocks. 


BEES NEED PLENTY OF GOOD 


FOOD FOR WINTER 


Every colony of bees wintered in 


and other vegetables can economize 
by storing these crops for use later 
in the fall and early winter. 


Some folks have no garden but do 


have a cool, slightly moist place to 
store beets, carrots, turnips, cabbage, 
celery, and potatoes, or a dry cool 
place to store onions, or a dry, fair- 
ly warm place to store pumpkins, 
squash and sweet 'potatoes. 
Small 


quantities of these crops 
can 
be 


purchased reasonably in peck, half- 
bushel, or bushel lots, from farmers 
and roadside markets. 
They also 


can be purchased in the same quan- 
tities from the green, grocers more 
ctieaply than only a few pounds at 
a time.

Neher, assistant to the famous Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, to- 
day spoke of the cosmic ray records 
taken aboard the balloon which Mr. 
and Mrs. Jean Piccard piloted into 
the stratosphere. 


And when a calm, cold scientist 


like Dr. Neher exhibits such en- 
thusiasm, it must mean some new 
frontier 
of knowledge has 
been 


reached. 


On E, flight over the middlewest- 


ern states a few days ago, the 
Piccards carried the most complex 
and highest type of cosmic ray de- 


tector yet sent aloft, Dr. Neher said. 
It was constructed at California 
Tech. 


"It is one of the best recordings 


ever made." 


What the record may disclose 


when it 3s studied by the scientists, 
concerns vast voltages of energy 
splashing upon the earth ceaselessly 
from the depths of space. 


"In the past we have recored 


cosmic rays of energies comparable 
to .4,000,000,000 to 5,000,000,000 volts," 
Dr. Neher said. 


"This time, however, we shielded 


the electroscope with a six-inch 
thickness of lead shot, so that the 
rays which penetrated the shield and 
recorded themselves on the film, may 
show voltages considerably greater 
than any we have obtained In the 
past."

PASADENA, Cal., Nov. 3—“We 
expect to get something new—per­ 
haps very startling!” 
That was the way Dr. H. Victor 
Neher, assistant to the famous Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, at the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, to­ 
day spoke of the cosmic ray records 
taken aboard the balloon which Mr. 
and Mrs. Jean Piccard piloted into 
the stratosphere. 
And when a calm, cold scientist 
like Dr. Neher exhibits such en­ 
thusiasm, it must mean some new 
frontier of knowledge has been 
reached. 
On a flight over the middlewest- 
ern states a few days ago, the 
Piccards carried the most complex 
and highest type of cosmic ray de- 


tector yet sent aloft, Dr. Neher said. 
It was constructed at California 
Tech. 
“It is one of the best recordings 
ever made.” 
What the record may disclose 
when it is studied by the scientists, 
concerns vast voltages of energy 
splashing upon the earth ceaselessly 
from the depths of space. 
“In the past we have recored 
cosmic rays of energies comparable 
to 4,000,000,000 to 5,000,000,000 volts,” 
Dr. Neher said.

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—1“Justice” 
continues to take its toll, far and 
near. 
In London, a Persian (an alien, 
what a crime it is to be an alien 
these days!), went to a bank to 
change his foreign money Into Eng­ 
lish money. By error (his story goes) 
he took too many bills from the 
teller. 
An endeavor was made to 
call him back, but he could not un­ 
derstand the language. He was ar­ 
rested and was sentenced to a term 
in jail. 
Then, at the end of his term, he 
was to be deported. 
But at the end of his term the 
deportation papers were lost in a 
maze of “red tape”—and for five 
months beyond his sentenced term 
the man has sat is jail waiting for 
the papers to be found.

released. 
The Polish boy was sent to Sing 
Sing for from three to six years. He 
was the youngest person ever to be 
committed to Sing Sing. (How that 
would “reform” him and fit him for 
society only a judge may be able to 
explain.)

once a man has been to prison his 
record haunts him.

DEPORTAT ION 
Deportation remains one of the 
crudest of devices of nations. 
The United States has a habit of 
deporting persons who came over 
in babyhood or childhood—sending 
them to a land which is as strange 
and as foreign to them as it would 
be to any of us.

MORE JUSTICE 
Another degree of justice meted 
out, particularly to the poor, Is the 
fine. 
Minor offenders are fined such 
sums that they have to pass days 
or weeks or months in Jail to work 
out the fine, for they haven’t the 
money. 
Of if by chance they be 
persons of moderate 
means, 
they 
have to deprive their families of 
much-needed money to regain free­ 
dom. 
A fine to a man of means is no 
punishment. 
To the man who has 
little means, it is injustice. 
Besides, a man with money can 
hire a lawyer. A man with no money 
no lawyer. 


Even to criticize the government 
in an increasing number of coun­ 
tries may mean death, and most 
certainly means deprivation of lib­ 
erty. These are the countries: 
Germany, Austria, Italy, Spain, 
Japan, Russia, Turkey, Cuba — the 
list grows. Of those, a people’s gov­ 
ernment exists only in Russia and 
in Turkey.
